1. COVERAGE UNDER THI'S GENERAL PERM T

Area of Coverage:

This permt covers all areas of the Commonweal th of Kentucky.
Di scharges Eligible for Coverage:

This permt covers all new and existing storm water discharges associated with

industrial activity from active or inactive industrial landfills, open dunps,
or land application sites.

Limtati ons on Coverage:
This permt does not authorize discharges that:

1. Are subject to an existing individual KPDES pernit or
application,

2. Are subject to a pronulgated storm water effluent guideline
or standard,

3. The Director has determined to be or may reasonably be
expected to be contributing to a violation of a water
quality standard or to the inmpairment of a 303(d) Ilisted
wat er, or

4, Are into a surface water that has been classified as an
Exceptional or Qutstanding or National Resource Water.

2. REQUI REMENTS FOR GENERAL PERM T COVERACE

Notice of Intent:

A signed copy of a Notice of Intent (NA) form nust be submitted to the
foll owi ng address 48 hours before industrial activity begins:

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Unless notified by the Director of the Division of Water to the contrary,
owners or operators who submit the above notification are authorized to
di scharge storm water associated with industrial activity under the terns and
conditions of this permt. Di scharge may begin 48 hours after the NO is
postmarked, even if the pernmittee has not yet received a copy of the general
pernmit fromthe Division of Water.

Coverage wunder this general pernmit my be denied and subnmittal of an
application for an individual KPDES permt may be required based on a review
of the NO and/or other information.

Noti ce of Term nati on:

When all storm water discharges associated with industrial activity are
elimnated, the owner or operator nust submt a signed copy of a Notice of
Termination (NOT) formin order to end coverage under this general pernmt and
nullify its requirenents. NOIs are to be sent to the above address.

Change of Oanership:

When the owner or operator of a facility covered by this permt changes, the
new owner or operator must submit a notice 48 hours before the change in order
to transfer coverage under this general permt. Change of ownership notices
are to be sent to the above address.

3. ADDI TI ONAL | NFORMATI ON

Muni ci pal Notification:

Facilities which discharge storm water associated with industrial activity to a
nmuni ci pal separate storm sewer system (Ms4) shall submit a signed copy of the
NO to the operator of the M54 48 hours before industrial activity begins.

O her Storm Water Discharges:

Storm water discharges authorized by this permt may be conbined with other

sources of stormwater that are not associated with industrial activity, if the
resulting discharge is in conpliance with this permit.

Silver, Zinc, Chromum Cyanide, Chloride, Total Oganic Carbon, Sulfate,
Ammoni a, Tenperature, Hardness, Total D ssolved Solids, and pH

5. JUSTI FI CATI ON OF PERM T CONDI Tl ONS

The following regulations are pursuant to KRS 224.10-100, 224.70-100, and
224. 70- 110.

Fl ow, Chemical Oxygen Denmand, Ol & Gease, Total Suspended Solids, Arsenic,
Barium Cadmum Iron, Lead, Mercury, N ckel, Selenium Silver, Zinc, Chrom um
Cyanide, Chloride, Total Oganic Carbon, Sulfate, Ammonia, Tenperature,
Har dness, Total Dissolved Solids, and pH

The nonitoring requirements for these paranmeters are consistent with 401 KAR
5: 065, Section 2(8).

Best Managenent Practices (BWMP):

This requirenent is consistent with 401 KAR 5: 065, Section 2(10).

Ant i degr adati on:

The conditions of 401 KAR 5:029, Section 1(1) wll be satisfied by coverage
under this permt. A review under Section 1(2), (3), and (4) wll not be
appl i cabl e.

6. COVPLI ANCE SCHEDULE

The permttee shall achieve conpliance with all requirenents upon notification
of coverage under this general pernit.

7. PERM T DURATI ON
This permit is valid for five (5) years. Upon issuance of a new general
permit, the permttee will have coverage automatically renewed. A new NO or

other notification is not necessary.

The pH of the effluent shall be nonitored tw ce per Year (2/Year) by grab sanple.

There shall be no discharge of floating solids or visible foam or sheen in other than trace anounts. Sanples
taken in conpliance with the monitoring requirenments specified above shall be taken at the follow ng |ocation:
nearest accessible point after final treatnent, but prior to actual discharge or mxing with receiving waters.
Grab sanples shall be taken during the first 30 minutes of discharge, if possible. |If conditions are not safe
for sanpling due to local flooding, high winds, electrical storms, etc., the permttee shall collect a sanple
once dangerous conditions have passed and must provide docunentation as to why timely sanples could not be
collected. Sanples shall be collected from a discharge resulting froma storm event that is greater than 0.1
inch and is at least 72 hours from the previously measurable (greater than 0.1 inch rainfall) storm event.
Monitoring requirenents do not apply to stormevents greater in nagnitude than the 10-year, 24-hour storm event.
Monitoring frequency may be increased at any tinme at the discretion of the Division of Water (401 KAR 5: 070,
Section 6). Report neans specific effluent limtations do not exist.

The permttee is also advised that all KPDES permt conditions in KPDES
Regul ati on 401 KAR 5:065, Section 1 will apply to all discharges authorized by

this pernmit.

This permt has been issued under the provisions of KRS Chapter 224 and
regul ati ons pronul gated pursuant thereto. | ssuance of this permt does not
relieve the permttee fromthe responsibility of obtaining any other pernits or
licenses required by this Cabinet and other state, federal, and |ocal agencies.
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PART 111
OTHER REQUI REMENTS

A Retenti on of Records:

The permittee shall keep all nonitoring results six (6) years fromthe date the
sanpl e was taken. Routine submittal of nonitoring results is not required.
The permttee shall record nonitoring results for each outfall on the attached
form which may be copied as needed. The permittee shall make the nonitoring
results avail abl e upon request to the Director.

The permittee shall keep the BMP plan developed in accordance with PART IV of
this permt one (1) year after coverage under this permt ends.

These periods may be extended by request of the Director of the D vision of
Water at any tine.

B. Reopener d ause:

This permt shall be nodified, or alternatively revoked and reissued, to conply
with any applicable effluent standard or limtation issued or approved under
401 KAR 5:050 through 5:080 and KRS 224 if the effluent standard or limtation
so i ssued or approved:

1. Contains different conditions or is otherwi se nore stringent
than any effluent limtation in this permt; or

2. Controls any pollutant not limted in this permt.

The permt as nodified or reissued under this paragraph shall also contain any
ot her requirenments of KRS Chapter 224 when applicable.

C O her Di scharges:

Al'l discharges covered by this pernmt shall be conposed entirely of storm water
except for discharges from fire fighting activities, fire hydrant flushing,
potable water sources, waterline flushing, irrigation or |awn watering,
detergent free building or pavenent washing where spills or leaks of toxic
material s have not occurred or have been conpletely renoved, air conditioning
condensation, natural springs, and uncontam nated ground water sources.

This permt can only authorize storm water discharges fromindustrial activity
that are mxed with storm water discharges from construction activity if the
construction activity discharge is in conpliance with a different KPDES permt.

D. Rel eases in Excess of Reportable Quantities:

The presence of hazardous substances or oil in the storm water discharge shall
be mnimzed in accordance with the BMP plan. Coverage under this permit does
not relieve the permttee of the reporting requirenents of 40 CFR Part 117 and
40 CFR Part 302.

E. Represent ati ve Di scharge:

When two (2) or nore outfalls discharge substantially identical effluents, the
permttee may sanple only one outfall and may report those nonitoring results
for the substantially identical outfalls. For each outfall not nonitored, an
estimate of the size of the drainage area and a determination if the runoff
coefficient is high (over 65%, medium (40% to 65%, or low (under 40% shall
be nade and recorded.
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PART |V
BEST MANAGEMENT PRACTI CES

A storm water Best Managenent Practices (BMP) plan shall be developed in
accordance with good engineering practices for each facility covered by this
permt. The BMP plan shall identify potential sources of pollution that nmay
reasonably be expected to affect the quality of storm water discharges from
the facility. The BWMP plan shall describe and ensure the inplenmentation of
practices that are to be used to reduce the pollutants in storm water
di scharges and to assure conpliance with the terns and conditions of this
permt. Facilities nust inplenent the BMP plan required by this Part as a
condition of this permt.

The BMP pl an shall :

1. Be conpleted 180 days after the date of coverage under this
permt.

2. Be i nmpl emented 365 days after the date of coverage under this
permt.

Si gnature and Pl an Revi ew.

The BMP plan shall be signed in accordance with PART Il and shall be kept
onsite.

The pernmittee shall make the BMP plan avail able upon request to the Director,
or in the case of a stormwater discharge to an M54 with a KPDES pernmt, to the
operator of the system

After a review, the permttee may be notified that the BWMP plan does not neet
the mninmum requirenents of this PART. In that case, the permttee shall
nodi fy the BMP plan within 30 days of notification and shall submt a witten
certification that the requested changes have been nade.

BMP plans required by this permt are considered reports that shall be nade
available to the public, upon witten request by the public, in accordance with
Section 308(b) of the dean Water Act (CWA). However, the permittee may claim
any portion of the BMP plan as confidential, in accordance with 40 CFR Part 2.

Pl an Modi ficati on:

The permittee shall modify the BMP plan when there is a change in design,
construction, operation, or maintenance of the facility which has a significant
effect on the potential for the discharge of pollutants to waters of the
Comonweal th and shall inplement the changes within 30 days.

Modi fication for | neffectiveness:

The permittee shall anend the BWMP plan if it proves to be ineffective in
controlling the discharge of pollutants to waters of the Commonwealth and shall
i npl enent the changes within 30 days.

O her Pl ans:

Spill Prevention Control and Counterneasure (SPCC) plans developed for a

facility wunder Section 311 of the CWA, or other plans required by a KPDES
permit, may be incorporated or incorporated by reference into the BMP plan
requi red by this PART.
M ni mum Requi renent s:

The BMP plan shall include, as a minimm Itens A through F.
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A. Potenti al Pol | utant Sources:

The BMP plan shall include a clear description of all the potential sources
whi ch may reasonably be expected to add significant anmounts of pollutants to
storm wat er discharges, or which may discharge pollutants during dry weather
to storm sewers draining the facility. Potential pollutants from | oadi ng and
unl oadi ng areas, outdoor storage facilities, outdoor manufacturing or
processi ng operations, dust generating activities, and outdoor waste disposa
sites shall be included. For each pollutant present, a prediction of the
direction of flow and of the likely paraneters present, such as Biochenica
Oxygen Denmand, shall be made.

The BMP plan shall include an inventory of all materials that are, or have
been, handled, treated, stored, or disposed of in a manner to all ow exposure
to storm water as well as a summary of any existing discharge sanpling data
indicating the level of pollutants in storm water discharges from the
facility.

The BMP plan shall include a description of the nethod and | ocation of on-site
storage or disposal, nmanagenent practices used to minimze contact of
materials with stormwater, and any stormwater treatnent provided.

B. Site Map

The BMP plan shall include a site map showi ng each stormwater outfall and its

drai nage area, any structural control neasures, and all surface water bodies.

The site map should show fueling stations, vehicle and equi pnent nmi ntenance
and cleaning areas, |oading and unloading areas, storage or disposal areas,
liquid storage tanks, processing areas, and locations where naterials are
exposed to precipitation.

C. Spills and Leaks:

The BMP plan shall include a list of significant spills or |eaks of toxic or
hazardous naterials that have occurred at the facility. The location of any
maj or spill or leak shall be indicated on the site map.

D. Storm Water Control Measures:

The BMP plan shall include a clear description of what storm water runoff

control measures are used. The followi ng control measures shall be used as a
m ni mum

1. Good Housekeeping - A clean, orderly facility shall be
mai nt al ned.

2. Preventi ve Mai ntenance - Storm water managenent devi ces shal
be properly maintained, such as cleaning catch basins and
oi | /water separators. Equi prent and systens shall be

i nspected and tested as necessary to uncover conditions that
coul d cause breakdowns or failures resulting in the discharge
of pollutants to surface waters.

3. Spill Prevention and Response Procedures - Areas where
potential spills could occur, and their drainage points,
shall be identified. Cl ean up procedures and the necessary
equi prent  shall be nade available to the appropriate
per sonnel . VWere appropriate, the use of devices such as
di versi on val ves shoul d be consi dered
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I nspections - Qualified personnel shall inspect designated
areas of the facility and equipnment at appropriate intervals
specified in the BWMP plan. Fol | ow-up procedures shall be
used to ensure that appropriate actions are taken in response
to the inspections. Records of inspections and follow up
actions shall be maintained.

Enpl oyee Trai ning Prograns - Enployee training prograns shall
be held to inform personnel, at all levels of responsibility,
of the components and the goals of the BMP plan. Peri odi c
trai ning should address topics such as spill response, good
housekeepi ng, and material managenent practices. Dat es of
enpl oyee training should be desi gnat ed.

Non-Storm Water Certification - A certification that all
di scharges have been tested or evaluated for the presence of
non-storm water flows shall be included. The certification
shall include a list of any potential significant sources of
non-storm water flows, the test or evaluation results, the
evaluation criteria or testing nmethod used, the date of the
test or evaluation, and the outfalls that were observed
during the test or evaluation.

If certification is not feasible, the BWMP plan shall include
a list of any potential significant sources of non-storm
water flows and shall indicate why the certification was not
f easi bl e. A pernmttee that is unable to provide the
certification must notify the Division within 180 days of
coverage under this permit. The notification shall include a
clear description of any test conducted for the presence of
non-storm water flows, explain the test results or other
rel evant observations, and list potential sources of non-
stormwater fl ows.

Sedinent and FErosion Control - Areas that have a high
pot enti al for soil erosion due to topography, | ocal
activities, or other factors shall be identified. Measur es
that will limt erosion shall be inplemnmented.

Management of Runoff - A nparrative consideration of the

suitability of traditional storm water nanagenment practices
(practices other than those that control the source of

pollutants) to divert, infiltrate, use, or otherw se nmnage
storm water runoff in a manner that reduces storm water
di scharges from the facility shall be included. Those

nmeasures determined to be reasonable and appropriate, based
upon the potential of various sources at the facility to
contribute pollutants to the stormwater discharges, shall be
i npl ement ed and nmi ntai ned. Appropriate neasures nay include
collecting and wusing storm water in a process or for
irrigation or using vegetative swales, infiltration devices,
retention/ detention devices, and snow nmanagement procedures.

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E. Conpr ehensi ve Conpliance Eval uati on:

Qualified personnel shall conduct a facility conpliance evaluation at |east
once a year.

Material handling areas and other potential sources of pollution identified in
the BMP plan shall be visually inspected for evidence of, or the potential for,
pollutants entering the drainage system Structural storm water pollution
prevention neasures and sedinent and control neasures identified in the BW
pl an shall be observed to ensure that they are operating correctly. A visual
i nspection of the equipnment needed to inplenment the BMP plan, such as spill
response equi prent, shall be made.

Based on the results of the inspection, the list of potential pollutant sources
shall be revised if necessary. Changes to the BMP plan shall be nade within
two (2) weeks of the inspection and changes shall be inplemented within 12
weeks.

A report summarizing the scope of the inspection, personnel naking the
i nspection, the date of inspection, major observations relating to the
i mpl enentation of the BMP plan, and actions taken shall be nade and retained as
part of the BWP plan for at least three (3) years after the date of inspection,
or until one (1) year after coverage under this permt ends. The report shall
be signed in accordance with PART I1.

F. Non- St or m WAt er Di schar ges:

The BMP plan shall identify and ensure the inplenmentation of appropriate
pol I uti on prevention neasures for any non-storm water conponent of a discharge
as listed in PART IlI1 C, except for flows fromfire fighting activities.

Addi tional Requirements for Salt Storage

Salt piles that generate a storm water discharge to waters of the Comonweal th
shall be enclosed or covered while not in use to prevent exposure to
precipitation.
